THE MOON. 


‘The above diagram is a skeleton map 
of the full moon showing the position of 
some of the principal dusky spots on its 
surface visible to the naked eye; Galileo 
gave to these dusky spots Latin names 
meaning “ocean”, “gulf”, ‘lake ”, | 
“swamp”, “sea” (Mare—sea), because he 
supposed them to be bodies of water, | 
they are now known to be plains; the 
bright parts of the moon are rugged and 
mountainous; these Latin names appear 
on the diagram, but the reader will have 
no difficulty in converting them intu 
English: Sea of Nectar, Sea of Fertility, 
Sea of Tranquillity, Sea of Crises, Sea of 
Serenity, Sea of Vapors, Sea of Showers, 
Sea of Cold, Ocean of Storms, Sea of 
Clouds, Sea of Humors. 

When using the diagram face the 
south, The dazzling light of the full 
moon, sometimes prevents a good view of 
the “seas” and other markings; this 
difficulty can be overcome by wearing a ! 
pair of eye-glasses of smoke-glass, or by | 
Jooking through a tube made by rolling 
up a piece of stiff paper. 

‘The bright and dusky parts of the full 
moon vaguely represent a human face, 
known as ‘‘the man in the moon”; this 
“man in the moon’? may be used to 
identify the spots; the western eye of | 
this face is formed chiefly by Mare 
Serenitatis, the eastern eye by Mare 
Imbrium, and the mouth by Mare 
Nubium; when these three spots have 
been located, the other, spots can be 
identified by the aid of the diagram. 
On the westerly side of Mare Imbrium 
are two “swamps”, Palus Nebularum 
and Palus Putredinis (not shown in the 
diagram), which are included in the 
eastern eye and cause the eastern eye to 
look larger than the western. 

‘The location of the Alps and Alpen- 
nines is given in the diagram, but the 
mountains of the moon are not ordina- 
rily visible to the unaided eye; these 
two mountain ranges are somewhat like | 
mountain ranges on the earth aud have 
received familiar names. When the 
moon is about three-quarters full the 
writer has often seen the mountains 
between the eastern part of Mare Im- 
brinm and Mare Frigoris as a_ bright 
projection on the dark side of the moon. 

‘The greatecrater ‘Tycho is below Mare | 
Nubium,; its position is indicated on the | 
diagram; the region around ‘Tycho is 
remarkably bright and arrests the at- 
tertion of the careful observer.

vicinity of Tycho they are the. most 
thickly crowded together; even a good 
opera-glass or a field-glass will show 
them at the time of the first and last 


‘quarter of the moon; Galileo compared 


the appearance of the craters around 
‘Tycho, as seen in his teléscope, to the 
eyes in a peacock’s tail. 

Soon after the first quarter the upper 
part of the form of a beautiful maiden 
can be seen, for several days in succes- 


' sion, on the western half of the moon; it 


is easily found by the aid of the diagram ; 
the region around ‘Tycho forms the 
breast, and above Mare Nubium the chin, 
nose and forehead are seen in profile. 

If no other use can be made of a care- 
ful study of the markings on the moon, a 
person will be able to sée for himself 
that the inoon always turns nearly the 
same face to the earth. 

The man in the moon disappears when 
the moon is viewed with au opera-glass, 
but the maiden in the mogn is more dis- 
tinetly seen in that way. 

Professor Young remarks: * In a pow- 
erful telescope the naked-eye markings 
vanish, and are replaced by a multitude 


| of smaller details which make the moon, 


on the whole, the most interesting of all 
telescopic objects.” 


HOW TO FIND A GAS LEAK. 


From the Philadelphia Record, 

The folly of hunting for a.leak in a 
gas pipe with a lighted match is nct 
so much because of the danger of an 
explosion as of other damage, as I+ 
shown by the experience of a West 
Vhiladelphia householder last week. 
One or two small leaks were detected 
by going over all the pipes and hold- 
ing a lighted mateh. to them. Ine 
smell of gas ceased, but was replaced 
a few hours later by the smell of burn- 
ing wood. Another visit to the ceilar 
lituie 
distance above the gas pipe. There was 
no apparent cause for this until a very 
close examination discovered that a 
tiny jet of gas was issuing from the 
ripe beneath the beam. It was light- 
ea, but was so small as to be blue in 
eclor and nearly invisible. It had been 
lighted by the match used in the first 
investigation, but had not been 
noticed, 

“If that leak had happened to be in 
ni lead joint instead of an iron von- 
nection,” said a a gas man, ‘‘there 
would propably have been work for 
the fire department. The smallest pos- 
sible jet of lighted gas issuing through 
lead will in time heat and melt the 
lead and make the leak larger, until. a 
big: flame is issuing. This may make-.a 
tire hours later, in the dead of night 
or ata time when .no one igs in the 
house. The only’ proper way t6 look 
for these very small leaks isto. paint 
the suspected pipe with a smooth soap 


lather, Just as in the-case of a bicy- 
cie tire, the tiniest leak will blow-a 
bubble in the lather and there you 
are.”’

Morgan Quizzes Cromwell. 

The appearance of William Nelson 
Cromwell, the New York lawyer who 
has been prominent in the affairs of 
the Panama republic and the Panama 
canal, before the senate committee on 
interoceanic canals gave Senator Mor- 
gan of Ala- 
bama the op- 
portunity he 
had been look- 
ing for, and he 
did not neglect 
it. Mr. Crom- 
well began by 
explaining his 
connection with 
the French cana] 
company and 
f with the Amer- 
William Nelson Crom- ican enterprise. 

well. He said his firm 
had been counsel for the Panama rail- 
road for twelve years. He denied that 
any part of the $40,000,000 purchase 
money for the French rights had gone 
to his firm. Since 1904 he had served 
as legal adviser for the republic of 
Panama. At one time Senator Morgan 
said he would attend to Cromwell on 
the floor of the senate. Mr. Cromwell 
admitted that he had received about 
$200,000 from the new Panama com- 
pany. When asked what service he 
had rendered he said that professional 
secrets were involved in the question 
and that his clients were satisfied. 


Ohio Ship Canal Authorized. 

The bill to incorporate the Lake Erie 
and Ohio River Ship Canal company 
was passed in the house by the vote of 
186 to 67.. Chairman Davidson (Rep., 
Wis.) of the committee on railways and 
canals said this would be the last link 
in the chain of waterways from New 
York to New Orleans over which the 
commerce of twenty-four states could 
go and, “as canals everywhere have 
proved to be, would be a regulator of 
railway rates.” Leader Williams of 
the majority said he suspected that the 
franchise had already been turned over 
to the Pennsylvania railroad or-some 
other railroad interest at Pjttsburg. 
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His objection to the bill was that the | 


government surrendered its power over 
a river and harbor improvement to a 
private corporation, Mr. Dalzell (Rep., 
Pa.), who is the author of the bill, de- 
clared it to be a great national project, 
the construction of which would not 
cost the government a-penny. He said 
that the idea of connecting the“lakes 
and the Ohio had-been advocated. as 
far back as 1824, when the government 
made the first surveys. 


Track Clear For Rate Bill. 

By virtue of the coalition between 
the Democratic minority of the sen- 
ate and the conservative element of 
the Republicans Senator Tillman, the 
South Carolina Democrat who for sev- 


-eral years has been the most vindictive 


political enemy of President Roosevelt, 
reported the Hepburn rate bill from the 
interstate commerce committee just as 
it had passed the house. Senator Ald- 
rich told how a majority of the Repub- 
lican members of the committee had 
desired to amend the bill by inserting 
a provision for a review by the courts 
of all orders issued by the interstate 
commerce commission. Senator Till- 
man, who thus came in charge of the 
administration’s most important. meas- 
ure, arranged that the bill should be 
taken up as thé unfinished business 
just as soon as the statehood bill had 
been disposed of. A vote will be taken 
on the latter March 9, and immediately 


after that the rate bill will have right | 


of way. 

Senator Foraker has fired the first 
gun of the opposition, arguing that to 
confer the posver of rate making upon 
a commission was unconstituticnal and

complished by amending the Elkins

Togo as American Model. 

President Roosevelt has addressed to 
the secretary of war a letter suggest- 
ing that the address made by Admiral 
Togo just before the dispersal of the 
combined war fleets be issued in a 
general order as a model for Ameri- 
can soldiers and sailors. The point of 
the address is the appeal to fighting 
men of Japan to keep themselves in 
practice in times of peace, so as to be 
ready whenever war may come. 


Laborers Under Civil Service. 

The president has issued an order 
providing that hereafter no person 
shall be appointed to the position of 
laborer in any branch of government 
work except upon certification’ under 
the civil service, and all persons so 
employed shall be subject to the super- 
vision of the civil service commission. 
Laborers so employed may be classi- 
fied upon the approval of the commis- 
sion. A year ago a similar order was 
made applicable to the departments at 
Washington. It is now extended to all 
branches of government work. 


Treasury Deficit. Disappears. 

For the first time in the current fiscal 
year a month has ended with a sur- 
plus in the United States treasury. At 
the close of business Feb. 28 the 
government receipts over expenditures 
for the fiscal year was $1,102,002. It 
is now believed that there will be a 
substantial surplus by June 30 next. 
February’s balance amounted to $4,- 
475,727. : 


Reciprocal Rate to Germany. 

By proclamation President Roosevelt 
has extended the present reciprocal 
tariff rates on certain German products 
for the period during which the new 
conventional German tariff shall re- 
main in effect.. This is the first step in 
recognition of the policy of concessions 
adopted by the German government,

Notable Socialist Convert. 
Joseph Medill Patterson, who resign- 
éd his position as editor of the Chicago 
Tribune to become commissioner of 
public works under Mayor Dunne of 
Chicago, has now come out flatfooted 
as a Socialist and told why in his res- 
ignation of the commissionership. 

He recites what money means in 
power and privilege and then says: 

“The universal ballot gives every 
male citizen an equal political oppor- 
tunity. The common ownership of all 
the means of production and distribu- 
tion would give everybody an equal 
chance at music, art, power, sport, 
study, recreation, travel, self respect 
and the respect of others. 

“I for one cannot see why 
concentrated

The court has taken 
possession of the offices of County 
Treasurer Hynicka in order to have his 
accounts audited. 


New York Merger Fight. 

The pros and cons of the Ryan-Bel- 
mont merger of traction interests in 
New York city have centered around 
the Elsberg rapid transit bill in the 
senate. Mayor McClellan in a letter 
to Senator White took up his position 
squarely against the bill because he 
thinks the city’s finances do not war- 
rant the adoption of municipal owner- 
ship of subways at ‘present. Repre- 
sentative’ Hearst piloted to Albany 500 
members of the new political organiza- 
tion known as the Independent league 
to urge upon the governor and the law- 
makers the duty of passing the Els- 
berg bill. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


The Race Riots In Ohio. 

A mob of 1,200 or more people form- | 
ed at Springfield, O., Feb. 27 to avenge 
the wounding of two white men by two | 
negroes, the occasion being similar to | 
that of two years ago, When a negro 
was lynched in the same 
This time the mob set fire to the 
old buildings constituting the negro 
quarter, then, with clubs and stones, 
chased the fleeing negroes. The negro 
offenders, Ladd and Deane, were se- 
cretly taken to Dayton by the authori- 
ties in the hope of avoiding trouble. 
Early the next morning the’ mob was 
checked by two companies of militia, 
and more troops were rushed to the 
scene. “© 

In spite of the presence of eight com- 


panies of militia the riots in the negro |

quarter were renewed, and several 
more houses were burned, Finally, by 
arresting a large number of the rioters, 
the. soldiers gained control of the dis- 
turbed section, When the arrested 


| rioters receivéd heavy fines fresh dem- 


onstrations of violence were made 
against the police judge, and he had to 
be protected by soldiers. ._Under heavy 
guard the two negroes, Deane and 
Ladd, were brought from Dayton to 
the Springfield hospital, where Martin 
Davis, the brakeman who was shot, 
lay at the point of death. Davis identi- 
fied Deane as his assailant. A citizens’ 
committee was organized and a mass 
meeting held to oppose mob rule and 
to prosecute the rioters. 


To Fight Two Cent Fares. 

At a Philadelphia conference of men 
representing all the railroads having 
lines in Ohio it was agreed that legal 
action should be taken in the hope of 
having the new Ohio law fixing 2 cents 
a mile as the maximum passenger rate 
declared unconstitutional. The con- 
ference was held on the initiative of 
James McCrea, directing officer of the 
Pennsylvania west*of Pittsburg. While 
the law stands it was agreed that it 
should be obeyed religiously. The at- 
titude of the railroads is that no legis- 
lature can constitutionally pass a law 
compelling a corporation to give serv- 
ice for less than cost and a reasonable 
profit on capital invested. 


After Pennsylvania Grafters. 

Attorney General Carson of Pennsyl- 
yania ie an opinion for the governor 
has found that former Insurance Com- 
missioners Duper, Lambert, Durham 
and Durham’s man, Erb, should : be 
prosecuted for the retention of fees 
aggregating $250,000 which in reality 
belong to the state and for dummy sal- 
aries. The opinion does not favor 
criminal prosecution. Counsel for Dur- 
ham has already offered to refund any 
sums that properly belong to the state. 


Standard Oil Men Must Testify. 

In a decision rendered by the su- 
preme court of Missouri it was held 
that officers of foreign corporations do- 
ing business in that state by implica- 
tion had. agreed to testify whenever 
wanted and that they cannot withhold 
books and papers forming a part of 
their business record, Inasmuch as 
Judge Gildersleeve of New York indi- 
cated that he would abide by the deci- 
sion of the Missouri court as to the 
refusal of H. H, Rogers and other 
Standard Oil witnesses to answer 
questions put by the Missouri attorney 
general, the court decision means that 
Rogers and his allies will have .to an- 
swer. questions put to them or go to 
jail for contempt of court. The Mis- 
souri decision goes even further by 
declaring that officers of a foreign cor- 
poration must produce any witnesses 
wanted: by the court in any prosecu- 
tion that may arise. 
clude witnesses who have fled from the 
process servers, including John D. 
Rockefeller, head of.the oil trust. 


Congressman Blackburn Indicted. 
Three indictments have been return- 
ed against Representative E. 8. Black- 
burn of North Carolina by the jury at 
Asheville on the charge of practicing 
before the executive departments at 
Washington for compensation.- 


Commerce Commission Reversed. 
Another decision of the supreme 
court bearing upon the interstate com- 
merce law has been rendered. The 
case was brought about five years ago 
by the California Citrus Fruit Grow- 
ers’ association against the Southern 
Pacific and ‘Atchison .lines on the 
charge that there existed a pooling ar- 
rangement by which the fruit traffic 
for the east was apportioned among 
153 railroads and by which joint-rates 
were fixed. ‘The interstate comnierce 
commission ordered” that shippers 
might decide on the route for-their. con- 
ésignments, but the railroads refused to 
obey,.and the case Wwas carried to the 
higher courts.

While a resident of the latter town, 
the Civil war broke out. John LL. Smith 
was one of the tirst toenlist. He was | 
enrolled with Company 1, 35th regiment, 
Massachusetts voiunteers, and served 
with that company to the end of the 
war. He proved a good soldier and was 
gradually promoted until he was given a 
lieutenant’s commission. No one was 
more popular with his men than Lieut, 
Jobn L. Smith. His whole militia record | 
was an honorable one. 

At the close of the war, Mr. Smith | 
returned to Andover and at once en- 
tered into partnership with Horace P, 
Beard, as Horace P. Beard & Co., in the 
grocery and dry goods business. 

In the early 70’s, the business changed 
hands and the. firm became Smith «& 
Manning, remaining so up to the present | 
time. 

In 1874, Mr. Smith was elected a mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts Jegislature | 
from the Andover district. During the | 
latter part of the 80’s, he was elected | 
chief engineer of the Andover fire de- | 
partment, and the organization of the 
present fire department may be almost 
directly due to his untiring efforts. He 
was elected a water commissioner in 
1893, and when that body gave way to, 
the Board of Public Works in 189” he 
continued to serve in that body. For | 
the past three years he has served as its 
chairman, Mr, Smith has also served as 
chairman of the lighting committee, a | 
member of the cemetery committee, and 
the sinking fund commission. He was 
always a stauncnu republican, and has 
ever taken a deep interest in the public 
affairs of Andover.

Barnas Sears, L. L. D., secretary of 
the State Board of Education said: “Few 
men inthe State House were more col- 
consulted or trusted than he. His per: 
sonal influence was felt far beyond the 
line of his official duties.” 

Miss Bailey in her 
Sketches of Andover’ says: ‘The ser- 
vices which he rendered to the town 
during the half century that he was a 
citizen, are as inestimable as they were 
unostentatious. Dr. Jackson was deeply 
interested in the educational institutions 
of Andover. He gave his time freely, 
while he was a pastor, to visiting the 
district. schools. He was thirty years a 
trustee of the Theological Seminary aud 
Phillips Academy, and fifty years trustee 
of Abbot Academy.” 

He was a graduate of Middlebury 
College and Andover Theological Semin- 
ary, the first pastor of West Parish, 
1827 to 1850,

LOCATING MEN IN SNOWSLIDE. 

Eli Smith is credited with having 
saved the lives of twenty-five men ai 
Sheep Camp in the spring of 1898 at 
the time of the great snowslide 01 
Dvyea trail. It-will be recalled that six- 
ty-three men were killed by the s‘ide, 
most of them suffocating betore resc1- 
ers could reach them. Smith was on 
the trail several miles below the slide. 
He came up three-quarters of an hour 
after the tragedy and found the sur- 
vivors frantically trying to dig the vic- 
tims out. va 

“Give -me that stick,’’ said Smith to 
a man who had a flat lathe-like pie e 
of wood in his hand. 

The stick was turned over to Smith 
who. immediately whittled the end so 
that he could insert it in his mouth 
and grasp it firmly with his back 
teeth. "Then he thrust the stick in the 
snow and held the end in his mouth 
apparently listening. He repeated the 
operation at several points in the slite. 
Finally he shouted: 

“Come! Dig here quick!" 

At a depth of nine feet the rescuers 
took out three men unconscious, but 
alive. Those three men recovered and 
were all right by morning. 

In the same manner Smith pointed 
out other places, which resulted in lo- 
cating many bodies and the uncovering 
in all of twenty-five men whose lives 
were saved. 

“Where did you learn that trick?” 
Smith was asked the other day. 

“T learned that in Idaho, at Wood 
River.” said he. ‘The Indians know 
that trick. I guess a_ wire would be 
better than a stick, but they don't 
keep wire in stock out in the wilds, 
so Indians always use a stick. You se 
if a fellow is alive you can sort of hear 
him breathe, or I guess it is more like 
feeling him breathe. If he is kicking: 
or moving around you can hear him 
plain. You gust put the stick down 
into the snow two or three feet, and 
you can hear a_ fellow breathing even 
if he’s twenty feet further down,—Se-

simple gift may always remind you that 
you hold a warm place in Andover hearts 
and that wherever your lines may be 
Jaid the love and affection of the town’s 
people are with you. May it ever be a 
bond to keep you tied to your native 
town.” 

Judge Poor was deeply affected by the 
gift, and responded feelingly as follows: 
“T would be less than human if I did 
not recognize the appreciation which 
you have shown in remembering my 25 
years as moderator at the town meet- 
ings. It is along time to preside and I 
do not expect to be your presiding officer 
again. I am still an Andover citizen 
and expect to remain one, Nothing could 
touch me as this gift hasand I thank you 
from the bottom of my heart, and I hope 
that the town will go on as it has always 
gone on, one of the best New England 
towns.” The remarks by both gentle- 
men were followed by long applause. 

The cup is of silver with a gold lining 
and is of a simple, dignified design, and 
bear’ this inscription: “The citizens of 
the. ‘Lown of Andover, Massachusetts, to 
George Horace Poor, for 25 years the 
moderator at the ‘own Meetings.”

Bookkeeping Committee Report. 


The bookkeeping committee, which 
was appointed at the last town meeting 
to look into the modern ‘methods of 
bookkeeping and see if some improve- 
ment could be made, presented, through 
Alfred L. Ripley, the following report :-— 


Atthe annual town meeting of the 
Town of Andover, held on March 6, 
1905, the following vote was passed. 


(Annual report 1906 pp. 18-19). 

Voted, That a committee of five be- 
chosen by the meeting, to include one 
member ot the Board of Selectmen, the 
‘Town ‘Treasurer, and three others to be 
named by the Moderator. to look into 
the Methods of town book-keeping, and 
the Conduct of the town’s business. ‘To 
further investigate methods used in 
other towns and to report in print upon 
these investigations with recommenda- 
tions to the next Annual Town Meeting. 

Voted, That the expenses of this Com- 
mittee be paid out of the appropriation 
for **Miscellaneous.’’ 

The Moderator appointed as that com- 
mittee, Join N. Cole, Alfred L. Ripley, 
J. Tyler Kimball, B. Frank Smith and 
George A. Parker. 

Your committee regret to report at 
this time that they have not as yet com- 
pleted the task imposed upon them 
under the terms of this vote, owing 
primarily to the burden of honors and 
duties which was unexpectedly laid 
upon the shoulders of the committee’s 
chairman during the pasc year, a fact 
highly creditable alike to the chairman 
and to the town, but detrimental to the 
progress of this particular work. 

Your committee ask leave at this time 
to make oral report of the work thus far 
done and of the conclusions reached. 

Your committee at the outset faced 
this question: What is the belief and 
motive of the Town in appointing this 
Committee? And the answer was sub- 
stantially this; that the present ‘Town 
accounting is believed to be old fashioned, 
clumsy and inadequate, wholly unfitted 
to record and set forth the financial 
transactions of a town which receives 
and expends the gross sum of $400,000 
annually. It was not a question of 
politics, not a question of graft, nota 
question of honesty, but one of applied 
business methods in this vital depart- 
ment of town affairs. 

On that basis, then, the Committee 
began. 

At the start it, was seen that the Com- 
mittee must cali in expert aid from out- 
side, for two obvious reasons: 

First: the members of. the Committee 
had neither the time nor the familiarity 
with accounting to enable them to make 
effective research into present con- 
ditions; and, second, they lacked the 
expert knowledge necessary to see the 
defects of the old and to suggest the ap- 
propriate changes and remedies to meet 
these defects. 

Your Committee therefore called in at 
once Mr. E. R. Libby, of the office of the 
Comptroller of County Accounts, and 
they are glad to report at this time that 
they feel good reason to congratulate 
themselves and the Town on his se- 
lection; he has. proved both courteous 
and thorough in his examination, expert 
and wise in his suggestions. His pre- 
liminary report and recommendations 
are already well advanced and in the 
hands ot your Committee so far as 
shaped; but they are not yet complete, 
owing to the lack of time due to causes 
already set forth. 

Asa result of its examination your 
committee find that the present account- 
ing methods are‘no better fitted to the 
‘Town's needs than is a suit of clothes 
for a child of five to. the sturdy frame of 
a Jad of fifteen; in so far the belief of 
the ‘Town is warranted and sound. 
People are familiar enough with the 
marvellous and stupendous increase of 
modern- business, but forget that the 
science and practice of modern account- 
ing has fully kept pace with business 
growth and that withuut the former the 
latter would have been impossible. But 
the Town accounting of Andover, as in 
most Of our ‘Towns still, has simply come 
down to us from earlier years substanti- 
-ly unchanged, despite all the increase in 
the ‘'own’s business and the develop- 
ment of new accounting methods in the 
world’ outside to keep pace with such in- 
crease. . : 

Your committee further have found 
many irregularities in entries and many 
discrepancies in various reports and ac- 
counts. ‘lhe system of accounting in all 
departments, except that of Public 
Works, is detective and faulty and needs 
correction and change. Ihe method of 
making up reports, is bad in all depart- 
ments, Without exception.

HOUSE STUBBORN ON GRADE 
CROSSING BILL, 


BOSTON, March 7~The lower branch 
of the state legislature yesterday re- 
fused to recede. from the position it 
took a week ago when it substituted 
for the adverse report of the committee 
on railroads the bill of Representative 
Teeling of Charlestown to require that 
giade crossing commissioners ~ shall 
have the right to determine the time 
within which grade crossings shall be 
eliminated. ; 

After a lomg debate, the house,. by a 
rising vote of 95 yeas to 83 nays, and 
on a roll call, 119 yeas to 96 nays, or- 
dered the bill to a third reading. 

The debate on this matter was open- 
ed by Ames of Orange, of the railroad 
committee, who contended that there 
was no need for changing the present 
policy and that the special grade cross- 
ing commissioners might not have 
competent knowledge to say at just 
what. time the work should be done. 

Mr. Quinn of Boston took a similar 
position and instanced the great dif- 
ference of opinion among Worcester 
residents as to certain grade crossings 
there. 

If the commissioners do not do their 
duty there were ample means of cor- 
rection. He also claimed that but for 
undue haste, the South terminal sta- 
tion in Boston would net have been-lo- 
cated where it is, a haste that cost the 
railroads $14,000,000 ‘and the city 
$5,000,000. 

Mr. Higgins of Somerville favored 
the bill, claiming that there was necd 
to hurry on the work-.of grade cross- 
ings abolition in Somerville. 

Mr. Hayes of Lowell, in opposition, 
said it was better for the safety of the 
public and the financinal welfare of the 
state to leave these matters with the 
cémmissioners. ” 


Mr. Teeling of Boston, in support, 
said he sought no change from the 
present law except in this, that the 


commissioners should have the power 
to say when the work should be done. 
The present method causes numerous 
unjust and untenable delays. 

The bill was further favored by Mr. 
Norcross of Monson and Mr. O’Brien of 
Worcester, the latter stating that his 
city had waited 14 years for a decree, 
and while a decree: was expected this 
year there would be no guarantee when 
the work would be commenced, Mr. 
Mellen of Worcester favored the bill, 
and Mr. Crafts of Whately opposed it. 

Consideration. of the bill, which pro- 
vides that the term of office of the 
superintendent and assistant superin- 
tendents of Boston schools shall be six 
years, was postponed until Tuesday of 
next week. Mr, Coyle of Boston moved 
tc amend the bill by making the term 
cf superintendent three years instead 
of six, and the terms of assistant as 
fcllows: Two for three years, two for 
two years, and two for one year, 

By a rising vote of 64 to 78, the house 
refused to reconsider the vote of Fri- 
day last whereby it defeated the mo- 
tion to substitute the anticigurette bill 
for the adverse report of the commit- 
te.e

Fanny J. Crosby, the celebrated 
blind hymn writer, paid a visit bil 
town last night when she told the story 
of her hymns to a large audience in 
the vestry of the Congregational 
ehurch., Miss Crosby is an extremely) 
interesting person and those who heard 
ner were delighted with their good 
fortune, 

Miss Crosby will be 86 vears of age 
on Murch 24th... She is still active and | 
in spite of blindness she 1s able to at- 
tend to her own correspondence, writ- 
ing a tirm and legible hand. She has 
an excellent voice and speaks with u 
clear tone, whieh reaches everyone of 
her auditors, 

In reading a biographical sketch one 
learns that Frances Jane Crosby, the 
daughter of John and Mercy Crosby, 
was born in South East, Putnam coun- 
ty, New York, March 24, 1824. ~When 
only six weeks old she suffered an af- 


| fection of the eyes"and = ali. medical 
| trentinent failing she lost the sense of 
sight entirely. A calamity which 


would be regarded by others ag beyond 
al! compensation she looks upon as one 
of the commonplaces of her normal 
condition. Her childhood was a-period 
pas unalloyed delight. "She discovered 
in time that there was a sight-world 
| in which she had no part, but no know- 
| ledge of that deprivation could affect 
|; the elasticity of her spirits. 
| When she was about nine years old 
she was taken by her parents to Ridge. 
field, Conn, where thewtamily remained 
four vears, At the age of 15 years she 
entered the New: York institution for 


the blind ot remain as a pupil 12 years. 
In 1847 she became a teacher in which 
position she remained unt# 1858. The 
Bible became a never-failing treasury
